There are a not inconsiderable number of good intention who are personable and 
persuasive and active. But without exception those of the past and those of the present 
do not know what they are talking about. X® those who lack the foundation, they can be 
very appealing. I could tick off’ enough names from what has come to me without ny seeking 
to know. These kinds of tilings get around. But the naming of names of the past would do 
no good and would distract from one of ay purposes in. writing you now, very early in tho 
morning, when there is so much else I have- to do. 

So matter hew well intended some of these people have been, their irrationalities 
have been very hurtful over the years. Their words are collected and store with car© aad 

retrieved for the most effective use behind the scenes with those who have influence where 

influence lias moaning. All the ora^y stuff that passes over an oditor '3 desk merely per- 
suades him that all of us are craay. The net result is that where there is political power 

aad where there is control over what esn reach, the people we are all poisoned. You'd be 
surprised at how openly some have discussed this, with me. These are the minority in both 
politics and the press who have genuine concern. 

Shis is one of the reasons my Freedom of Information, suits have received so little 
attention, knd by receiving so little attention, have acccsaplishsd so much less than, wan 
possible. (This does not deter me. There will be sore sad some are in the works nsw. Jin 
Lesar and X will be doing then alone and without support. But we will also be doing them 
as they should be dona. She immediate question is tine, for we both have such else to do, 
not just talk big.) 

hast night, while I was doing a broadcast by phone, I heard that t'angsesgaBan 
^^onsalsa has asked for an investigation of the OZ&’a connection with the J2S assassination. 
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matter bow well intended - and I assume Ms good intentions without ever having 
heard from Mm or anyone on his staff or speaking for him - no formulation could be more 
counterproductive. lor could any do more to tell the CIA today when, for the first time, 
there is a chance of doing something about its anti-dcasooratic excesses. Sou nay not 
believe this but you will find it is true® I worked on Gapitol Hill in the pOs and was 
in intelligence in World Mar II. 

What people may believe is ono thing. What they can prove to the satisfaction of 
others is another matter. It is the controlling matter. Every improvable charge® every 
e®H-datended but unfactuel one® is very hurtful tot the ultimate establishing of truth. 

It is the major impediment today to saHstlng any real power and support. let after 
Watergate the climate Is sore congenial. However® these asms excesses during the active 
official interest in Watergate was a major impediment to a full investigation. Shore are 
not that many good, investigators and there was great pressure for non-disclosure. She 
result is that a tremonduous amount of significant and aaMly-available information^ 
remains unsxposed. (I had to lay my Watergate bock aside in September for the work %sar 
and I then began with greater intensity on the Bay case. I was in the conclusions and 
have not been able to return to it. It does have what I describe above in it. But when 
all the nuts are going around with the most sensational nonsense about the central 
characters, what can compete? It isn’t even possible to approach a publisher or an agent.) 

All aur nuts not all of wham are well intended are today more hurtful than ever. 

Ill their wild charges aro used with effectiveness by the legislative operators and those 
who have access -bo the central of the press, Today it is n longer merely that they deceive 
and misinform. They have become the ally of the enemy, which is separate from their hope 
or intent but is fact. So saaeh of it coses back to me and from these people who do have 
influence. 

One of the greatest of these new 2iaMliti.es is the gang of cunning caivaercializers 
calling themslves the Assassination iMorraation Bureau. They have done an effective job 
of ripping off the campuses, but idle money they ©Main by false pretense is minor compared 
with their ripping off of the minds. How they present themselves to others and how sincere 
they say appear to be is irrelevant. What they say and do is relevant. Official files 
must be bulging with the sheer insanity. Many reporters have spoken to me of this and I 
have teen sent clippings of their appearances. To decribe what they say as garbage is to 
praise it. Bad as it is to misinform the young it is worse to arm the enemy, an-., this 
they do and have done. 'Their cosing convention, for which I ho?© they have not tapped you, 
will be covered well and all the irrationalities will bo available for the us© of people 
like the CIA’s lobbyists on the Mil . Believe iso or not, this happens. I have Carbon copies 
of this surveillance ©a me and others. A cover agency was set up for it and I have fairly 
full documentation on it. 

One of the AI3, Harvey Tasijiaa, once phoned i 33 from Baltimore before he was to 
speak at the diversity Of Maryland. I spent several hours pointing out his grossest 
errors. They are that grass if you know the realities and the fact. He thanked sae frafusaly 
and then went to the collage and spotted out all. the error that is so attactive.

How there is a chance of doing something about the evils, asms 
if not all. The World Mar II caution, loos© Talk Helps the Haesy, is very true today and 
in the present situation. 

I can’t begin to keep up with all tees® sixts. I mate no effort and I know only 
what is- volunteered to me. I make no effort to keep up with what others are doing, aside 
from the very feu with whoa I keep contact. But one thing characterises all these peoples 
they look for easy marks with money. They thsa aiauss this money and those whose money 
is misused finance the opposite of diat they hopa for. Believe me or not, I am telling it 
to you as it 14 ia the hope that you and otters like you not be exploited and misused.
